6. (Previoiisly Presented) §^ethod as claimed in claim 5, wherein the attributes 
of the descriptor components are defined in the description scheme.

8. (Previously Presented) ftjnethod as claimed in claim 5, wherein the attributes 
of the descriptor components are instantiated by an application when required.

means for receiving a selection of one or more of said displayed items;

means for receiving a selection of one of said displayed further items; 

means for receiving providing a representative value associated with said selected 

further item; 

means for forming a query from the index descriptor component corresponding to 
said selected one of said displayed flirther items and said r eceived provided representative value;

table-of-contents descriptor components that satisfy said query and are contained in the one or
